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TO SLICKAWAY FARM. 

LITTLE VISIT TO A LITTLE STUD 
A was made to Roy Carruthers’ Slicka- 
way Farm situated on the Rice Pike a 
cross road between the Versailles and Old 
Frankfort pikes, about 6 miles west of 
Lexington. The master of this stud is 
secrctary of the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club, Inc., and managing director of Ar- 
lington Park. His many duties at Chicago 
and in connection with hotel enterprises 
prevent his spending very much time at 
his breeding establishment, but certainly 
he has a most liveable and comfortable 
place—one that affords him ail of the 
pleasures and joys that go with Thorough- 
bred breeding activities, without many of 
the worries and responsibilities attending 
the larger organizations. 

Slickaway Farm comprises 135 acres, 
practically all in grass, and all good, high, 
rolling country, well drained and well laid 
out. It is watered from the never-failing 
spring on the adjoining Keeneland Stud, 
and even in this present drought the 
water supply has not been doubtful. The 
dwelling house is most attractive. Typi- 
cally colonial, it is in lovely natural sur- 
roundings. 

No stallion stands at Slickeway Farm. 
Mr. Carruthers prefers to mate his mares 
with the sires at Keeneland and at other 
studs in this vicinity. There are seven 
broodmares, all with foals at foot (two 
colts and five fillies), and six yearlings, 
two colts and four fillies. 

The first shown were Winkin and her 
second foal, a bay filly by General Thatch- 
er. Winkin is by Ballot out of *Cocotte, 
by Senseless, the next dam *Sabretache II, 
by Martagon. Winkin is a young mare, 
nice type, and should produce winners. 
She is half sister to the winners My Best 
Girl and Weiser. Her filly is good look- 
ing, and has splendid substance and bone. 
She has been bred to Bostonian. 

One of the best types for a broodmare 
was seen in the brown or black mare, Won- 
derful One, by Eternal, out of June Bug 
by Burgomaster. This mare has good 
length, not tall, has a good barrel. afford- 
ing plenty of room, and ribs well sprung. 
She has a nice looking brown colt by *Pai- 
cines. She was a winner and is half-sister 
to June Flower, unbeaten at two, winning 
five races including Aberdeen Stakes, 
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Pimlico Spring Juvenile Stakes, etc., and 
is dam of the winner Play Flower. She 
is also half-sister to the winner Our Bud- 
dy. She has been bred to St. James. 


The other colt in the group of foals is 
a well-balanced bay by *Pot au Feu out of 
*Acushla III, by Fitz Herbert. The 
grandam of Rougish Eye is a half-sister 
to *Acushla III. This mare was bred to 
Fair Wind, a son of Fair Play, now stand- 
ing at John D. Hertz’s Leona Stock Farm, 
at Cary, Illinois. 

One of the best filly foals in the barn is 
the chestnut by Ballot out of Alice War- 
field, by Orison. A trifle leggy, but good 
of bone, she has a splendid head and body. 
Alice Warfield is a good producer. All of 
her produce so far have won. ‘They are 
Our Alice, Annie Lyle, Lady Carolyn, War- 
field, Lady Viola and Alice On. 

Another good filly foal is Avocado’s, a 
bay in color, by Sand Mole. Avocado is 
dam of the winner Jeanne Heller and is 
half-sister to the winner and sire Everest, 
and half-sister to the stakes winners Aunt 
Maggie and *Devout. This mare was bred 
to Don Diego. 

*Jaganath’s brown filly, by Pagan Pan, 
is a well boned and well growing foal. 
This mare is by Juggernaut and out of 
Fuse Cap, by Lemberg. She is a half- 
sister to the winners Sisebuto and Quick- 
fire. 

Princess Kathleen, by *Sain, out of 
Sneerwell, by *St. Blaise, has a bay or 
brown filly by Sand Mole. This mare is 
the dam of the winners Vennie, Phoebe, 
Mandy Endicott, Izetta, Whitefoot and 
Angelena. 

Three of the six yearlings are by Last 
Reveille, sire of Reveille Boy, winner of 
the American Derby. The best of these is 
probably the daughter of *Jaganath. She 
is a bay, very smooth, well built and shows 
a great deal of class. The other two by 
this son of Ultimus are a bay gelding, out 
of Sun Silent (a winner up to five years 
old) by *Sun Briar, out of Mum (dam of 
nine winners) ; and a chestnut filly out of 
Winkin. 

Alice Warfield’s yearling is a chestnut 
gelding by Thunderer. A bay filly on the 
small side, is by Pagan Pan out of Flori- 
anka, a winner. Florianka is by Sand

AN URGENT NEED. 

E had a most interesting half hour with Dr. 

Schwartz, eminent parasitologist of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, when, 
in company with his friend, Dr. Bardwell, resi- 
dent veterinarian at Mereworth Stud, he visited 
THE BLOOD-HORSE office a few days ago, and as 
a result of that visit we hope soon to have an 
article from the pen of this exceptionally well- 
informed gentleman. 

He spoke instructively and illuminatingly of the 
research work being done by the government 
with a view to extermination of the destructive 
agents so numerously infesting our horses, and 
while we listened attentively there occurred to us 
the thought that those who are most concerned 
are doing little. 

By this we mean that the breeders of Thor- 
oughbred horses, who have thousands upon 
thousands of dollars invested in land, in stallions, 
in mares and in their produce are doing nothing 
co-operatively toward studying the parasites and 
their longevity. 

It is true that the breeders have sent and do 


send from their establishments to the Experi- 
ment Station at the University of Kentucky such 
animals dead, and occasionally alive, as may af- 
ford opportunity for study and investization, but 
that is insufficent. 

We offer the suggestion that the breeders have 
a meeting at Saratoga during August and ar- 
range to support an investigation, to cover a 
period of ten years, of all of the more than 300 
parasites infesting Thoroughbred horses. 


Such an investigation could be made at annual 
cost of approximately $10,000, exclusive of land, 
equipment and subjects, which could be limited 
to actual requirements. 


Think of what is being done in the nature of 
research in other industries, small by compari- 
son with the investment in Thoroughbred horses, 
and see what is being gained as the result of the 
findings of the investigators. The returns would, 
indeed, be great. 


Breeders do not hesitate to spend large sums 
at their own establishments for what they be- 
lieve will benefit their horses, so why not each 
spend a little annually for a vitally important co- 
operative enterprise? Let some progressive 
spirit take the lead and put it over. 


WINNING BLOOD. 
VER the cable from London, along with the 
news that Clendenin J. Ryan’s American- 
bred chestnut colt, Instigator, by Stimulus, out 
of *Sheila Ryve, by Golden Sun, had on July 4 
won the Princess Stakes at Newmarket, came 
the statement that this youngster from Kentucky 
(Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm) is “at- 
tracting considerable notice among the experts, 
some of whom say that he is ‘not far short of 
the best 2-year-old seen this season.’ ” 

Now, that should cheer the cockles of the 
hearts of all American sportsmen. Granted that 
the dam was brought over from England, the 
sire is of the line of Domino, hitherto not well 
understood and not fancied in England, princi- 
pally because of its coming under the ban of the 
Jersey act. This youngster is nobly demonstrat- 


ing to our English friends that they have put 
out of their book blood that would do them a 
world of good.

Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, the home of that 
former good French race horse, one of the stout- 
est bred now in America, who will be represented 
by a number of yearlings at the Saratoga sales. 


“It is not necessary to have the best horses 
to have good racing,” remarks Daily Running 
Horse (New York). But best horses make bet- 
ter racing. 


JOCKEYS AS BREEDERS. 
ORDON RICHARDS, the noted English jockey, 
is a close student of breeding, according to 
The Daily News and Chronicle (London), which 
publication announces that he “has bought some 
land on the road between Swindon and Ogbourne, 
where he makes his home, which he intends to 
convert into a stud farm. He will start in a 
small way, while he is still riding, with a few 
broodmares, and will then have, when he retires 
from riding, the nucleus of a stud farm, which 
will be his principal interest in life in the fu- 
ture.” 


On this side of the water the ranks of present 
day breeders number a couple of former jockeys, 
namely Clyde Van Dusen and Jack Howard. Both 
are owners of good, small farms in the vicinity 
of Lexington, where they maintain small studs 
and from which they have brought out winners. 
Furthermore, they do their own training and are 
successful above the average. 

Joe Childs, Johnny Dines and Michael Beary are 
other jockeys in England who own a few mares 
each and who are students of blood lines. Lucian 
A. Lyne—former American jockey, who has rid- 
den with distinction in European countries, for 
the last several years in Spain as the King’s 
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jockey, but now in Belgium for a few weeks— 
long has been interested with his father, San- 
ford C. Lyne, in the ownership of Larchmont 
Stud, near Lexington, and he, too, is a student of 
breeding. 

It would be a fine thing if more of our Ameri- 
can jockeys would take up the study of breed- 
ing, put their money into land and mares, and be 
equipped for pleasant and gainful activities when 
age and weight eventually will force them to put 
aside the colors and abandon the saddle. 


TRIM THE FEET. 

T nearly all the Thoroughbred breeding es- 

tablishments in the Blue Grass region, it is 
the practice to regularly give attention to the feet 
of mares and foals, as well as to stallions and 
yearlings, but occasionally one comes upon an 
establishment where hoofs are jagged and broken 
because of neglect. The feet should be trimmed 
at stated periods, and there should be always 
at hand an ointment for use on the feet, especial- 
ly at farms not having the benefit of running 
water into which horses may go and stand at 
will. Such small attention costs so little and 
pays so well. 


SODA VERSUS SOAP. 

OT long ago an eminent physician remarked 

that soap should never be used for cleansing 
the lower bowel, “because,” he added, “soap is an 
irritant.” He advised the use of soda and related 
that enemas of water and soda are more bene- 
ficial in every respect. It is our thought that 
those who use soap when treating young foals 
at the breeding establishments would get better 
results by using soda, which is soothing and 
likewise cleansing.

LEOPATRA raced only in 1919 and 1920 (at 

two and three years old), started 26 times, 
won eight, second ten, third four and unplaced 
four, earning $56,937. At two years old she won 
a purse race and the Champagne Stakes, in 
which she defeated Upset, Dr. Clark and others. 
She was second to Blazes in the Grab Bag, sec- 
ond to Man o’ War in the Hopeful, second to Dr.

Oaks, in which a new track record of 2:02 3-5 for 
one mile and a quarter was made; to Extermina- 
tor in Saratoga Cup, in which a new American 


record was set at 2:56 2-5 for the mile and three- 
quarters; was beaten a neck by John P. Grier in 
Aqueduct Handicap, in which he set a new track 
record of 2:12 for one mile and five sixteenths; 
second to Cirrus in Pierrepont Handicap, in which 
he equalled the track record of 2:06 for the mile 
and a quarter; third in Daniel Boone Handicap 
to *Minto II and Dr. Clark, in which the Ameri- 
can record of 2:29 3-5 for the mile and half was 
equalled; third in Autumn Gold Cup to Extermi- 
nator and Damask, in which a new American 
record fo 3:21 4-5 for two miles was made, and 
third in a purse race.

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BOTULISM 


By FRANK HARE, D. V. M.; M. S. 
Presented at the annual meeting of the Ken- 
tucky State Veterinary Medical Association, 
Brown Hotel, Louisville, Ky., July 9 and 10, 1930. 


is a toxemia occurring in horses, 
mules, cattle, sheep, swine, poultry and man, 
caused by the toxin of the organism Clostridium 
Botulinum and characterized by a complete or 
partial loss of muscular power and a normal or 
subnormal temperature. 


HISTORY 


The disease has been observed in this country 
for nearly a hundred years. It has been often 
called forage poisoning, blind staggers, cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, cornstalk disease, silage poison- 
ing, cerebritis, pasture poisoning and has often 
been confused with other cryptogamic poisonings 
of which we do not have, at the present, full 
knowledge. The disease has occurred sporadi- 
cally in many of the central states and has been 
encountered frequently in Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Georgia, South Carolina, Maine, 
New York and New Jersey as well as several of 
the Pacific coast states. 


CAUSE 


Botulism is caused by the toxin of the Clos- 
tridium Botulinum, a large, sporulating, motile, 
anaerobic gram positive rod with rounded ends. 
The organism is a common soil anaerobe and 
heat resistant spores may be found anywhere and 
at any time. 


Types A and B of the organism have been rec- 
ognized by serological methods otherwise the 
types seem to be identical. Type A predomi- 
nates in the Western states; Type B in the Miss- 
issippi valley, the Great Lakes region, and the 
Eastern states. A closely related organism pro- 
nounced Type C by some authorities has been 
isolated from the larva of Lucilia Caesar found 
in the crops of birds. Poulty are affected by the 
toxins of Type A and C but do not seem to be 
susceptible to the toxin of Type B. Type B has 
been isolated from material which caused death 
in animals and man. Cattle, sheep, swine and 
chickens display relatively more resistance to 
Type B than do horses and mules. 

The toxin is liberated in animal or vegetable 
matter having sufficient moisture. Oat hay, al- 
falfa hay and ensilage seem to be most often ac- 
cused of producing forage poisoning. Oat hay 
has been found to be infective after storage for 
22 months. The disease has been reported nu- 
merous times in pasture fed animals, usually in 
the summer and fall. Though the organism is a 
strict anaerobe, saphrophytic bacteria, yeasts or 
molds may utilize the available oxygen in open 
fields and thereby create favorable influences 
for the development of the toxin. It has been 
quite clearly shown that moulds and fungi are 
incapable of producing the disease. Since the 
toxin is water soluble the water supply in imper- 
fectly drained pastures may become contami- 
nated. 

The toxin is quite thermolabile. A tempera- 
ture of 80 degrees centigrade destroys it in half 
an hour. It is likewise quite susceptible to ox- 
ygen and sunlight. The spores however will 
stand boiling for several hours. They have been 
found to resist 100 degrees centigrade for 
periods varying from 10 minutes to 230 minutes. 


It is claimed that the ordinary antiseptics, such 
as bichloride of mercury in the usual dilutions, 
will destroy the spores but.it should be given 
some time to act. 


PERIOD OF INCUBATION 


The period of incubation may vary from 12 
hours to 20 days. This seemingly depends on 
the amount and virulence of the toxin, the in- 
dividual resistance, the species affected and the 
type of organism involved. In the peracute cases 
animals are usually found dead. Otherwise the 
disease may appear slowly until symptoms are 
fully established in about 24 hours. Acute cases 
terminate fatally in 24 to 48 hours. Subacute 
and chronic cases show symptoms for weeks 
sometimes before complete recovery is affected. 


SYMPTOMS 


The disease in our larger animals manifests 
itself by a distinct disturbance of the central 
nervous system. In the peracute cases only oc- 
casionally are symptoms noted. In the acute or 
subacute cases the animal is weak and languid. 
It stands with its head slightly extended and 
partially chewed food may fall from its mouth, 
its lips being pendulant. There may be an im- 
paired vision and as the animal is allowed to 
move forward it will be seen to stumble at times 
and raise its feet unusually high at other times. 
The toes of the hind feet are dragged along the 
ground and as one leg is advanced it is placed 
on the ground on the median line of the body. 
There is labored but regular respiration during 
which a peculiar clicking sound in the throat 
may be heard. The animal yawns frequently. 
There may be a slight discharge from the nos- 
trils. Salivation is often present. There is usu- 
ally complete or partial paralysis of the pharynx. 
When an attempt is made to drink, the head is 
placed low in the trough and water flows back 
through the nostrils. An obstinate constipation 
is always present. Nervous symptoms may pre- 
dominate in some cases. Animals so affected 
may show turning movements either to the right 
or left, usually walk about as if in distress, may 
walk aimlessly into objects, and finally when de- 
cumbent the legs will describe walking move- 
ments. In some cases the appetite remains nor- 
mal and horses may even masticate normally. 
The temperature is normal or subnormal, usu- 
ally the latter. A general paralysis may finally 
intervene, the animal become decumbent and 
death ensue. All or a part of these symptoms 
may be present in an affected animal, some of 
them so transient, if the severity of the disease 
increases, as to be hardly noticeable. 

PATHOGENICITY 

The unfiltered broth cultures as well as the 
sterile cultures filtrate of strains isolated from 
forage have produced death when administered 
orally. One-tenth cc of the unfiltered broth cul- 
ture proved fatal in horses when administered 
subcutaneously. One-thousanth cc of the same 
material killed guinea pigs when given in the 
same way. The organism apparently does not 
develop normally to any great extent in the ani- 
mal body; however, massive doses of toxin free 
spores have produced death in animals. It would 
seem then that the natural portal of entry is by 
way of the digestive tract. The toxin gains en- 
trance in this manner absorption takes place and 
the toxemia results. 


PATHOLOGICAL CHANGES 


In animals that are peracutely or acutely af- 
fected but slight gross pathological changes are

found that may be considered to be due to the 
toxin. In subacute botulism in horses Graham 
has reported changes involving the mucous and 
serous membranes, the meninges, lungs, heart, 
and kidneys in the form of ecchymotic or 
petechial hemorrhages. The vessels of the men- 
inges will be found to be slightly engorged. 
Areas in the stomach and intestines will be found 
to be slightly injected. These are about the only 
lesions found in uncomplicated Botulism. 


DIFFERENTIAL DIAGNOSIS 

In making a differential diagnosis of any dis- 
ease the history is always of the greatest im- 
portance. In the decumbent animal affected with 
Botulism we must first of all exclude Azoturia. 
There is usually a fairly well established paralysis 
of all four legs as well as the head and neck 
muscles. This does not occur in Azoturia. By 
catherizing the animal a fairly accurate diagnosis 
can be made. In Purpura Hemorrhagica the ani- 
mal is dull, languid and often times has a nor- 
mal or subnormal temperature. When the swell- 
ings so characteristic of Purpura Hemorrhagica 
are not marked it might be confused with cer- 
tain cases of Botulism wherein there is slight 
odema of the legs. Purpura usually occurs in 
middle aged horses following some debilitating 
disease. The petechia on the nasal septum in 
Purpura Hemorrhagica will assist in fixing a 
diagnosis. Botulism in which nervous symptoms 
predominate may be confused with inflammation 
of the brain and meninges caused by metastatic 
abscesses, caries of the vertebra, injuries or oper- 
ations. In all dieases wherein there is an inflam- 
mation of the brain, cord or their coverings a 
disturbance of consciousness accompanied by a 
rise of temperature are among the first symp- 
toms. There is a more or less marked involve- 
ment of the psychial reactions to ordinary stim- 
uli. There is also a hypersensitiveness along the 
area involved which tends to decrease as the dis- 
turbance of consciousness increases. In addition 
there are several focal symptoms that are pres- 
ent in inflammation of the brain and coverings, 
such as nystagmus, ptosis, strabismus, unequal 
dilation of the pupils, trismus and paralysis of 
the muscles of the face. 


Botulism has been confused with Rabies. In 
the initial stages of Rabies there is a rise in tem- 
perature which later becomes subnormal. Other 
characteristics are a violent aggressive behavior 
towards other animals or human beings, excer- 
bations and remissions of reflex excitability, 
paroxisms, they are called. Paralysis usually 
occurs in the hind legs first. In Botulism there 
will always appear a partial loss of muscular 
power, to a greater or lesser degree, from the be- 
ginning. 

Hemlock poisoning is characterized by loss of 
muscular power and normal or subnormal tem- 
peratures, but there is also a feeble, rapid pulse, 
marked colicky symptoms and finally convul- 
sions, death being due to a respiratory arrest. 

In Larkspur poisoning there is a nominal or 
subnormal temperature, and incoordination of 
movement, but the animal manifests pain when 
walking and the gait is peculiarly stiff and 
straddling. There is also a quivering of mus- 
cles of sides and legs, a weak, rapid pulse, and 
finally violent spasmodic contractions of all mus- 
cles. Death is due to asphyxia. 


There is a disease called Locomotor Ataxia, 
for want of a better name, that occurs sporadi- 
cally in young horses which is characterized by 
an incoordination of movement without the ap- 


pearance of general brain symptoms and without 
the loss of muscular power. These characteriza- 
tions serve to differentiate this disease from 
Botulism. 


The one disease, I presume, which has caused 
the greatest amount of confusion in respect to a 
differential diagnosis has been Enzootic Menin- 
go-Encephalomylitis or Borna’d disease, some- 
times called the Kansas Horse Plague. I believe 
it was Dr. Leonard Pearson, of Pennsylvania, 
who first pointed out the fundamental sign that 
now serves to differentiate the two diseases. He 
noticed that all horses that died of so called 
forage poinsoning did not show the same patho- 
logical changes. In some, inflammation of the 
brain and spinal cord predominated, while in 
others these lesions were constantly absent, in 
spite of the fact that they had shown clinical 
symptoms that were practically identical. He 
concluded that he was dealing with two diseases. 
On studying the clinical symptoms closer he 
noted that in one disease the animal remained 
conscious until death while in the other there 
was disturbed consciousness from the beginning. 
Later investigation disclosed the fact that he was 
dealing with Botulism and Borna’s disease. This 
has come to be known as the classical clinical 
difference between the two diseases. It is im- 
portant then to notice if the affected animal is 
conscious of its surroundings, does it attempt to 
respond when spoken to in the usual way by its 
attendants. If the animal is conscious the dis- 
ease is Botulism; if there is disturbed conscious- 
ness there is a meningo-encephalitis. A perivas- 
cular infiltration with roundcells found in the 
brain in horses affected with Borna’s disease has 
been given as a characteristic postmortem 
lesion. 


PREVENTION 


A polyvalent antitoxin is quite effective in. 
checking outbreaks of the disease. Animals may 
be kept from the infective forage for 24 hours 
then returned to the suspected feed so as to 
stimulate an active immunity. All animals should 
be given the first dose of antitoxin intravene- 
ously. In about 7 or 8 days another dose of an- 
titoxin should be given subcutaneously. This is 
usually sufficient to control an outbreak. If the 
antitoxin is not available it is obviously the prop- 
er thing to change the feed and water at once. 
This involves a change in the bedding of animals. 
In addition all animals should be given a physic 
to which has been added an intestional antiseptic 
and stimulants. This may be preceded by the 
subcutaneous administration of arecoline and 
strychnine. In searching for the seat of the 
trouble it is well to remember that the excreta 
of other animals and birds may contain the toxin 
which has passed through their intestional tract 
without apparently being altered. Fodder con- 
taminated with the carcasses of dead rats has 
been shown to produce a forage poisoning in 
horses. The feces of chickens that had been fed 
broth cultures of C. Botulium produced Botulism 
in horses and mules. The chickens remained 
perfectly healthy. In valuable breeding estab- 
lishments routine inspection of all forage and 
pastures should be established. Pastures having 
a heavy undergrowth should be raked with a 
sulky rake, chain harrowed or, if necessary, 
mowed and raked to admit the oxygen and sun- 
light. This has the added advantage of assist- 
ing in parasite control. July and August would 
be the best time for this procedure but should 
be done at any time it was deemed necessary. 
The Jensen-Salsbery Laboratories and the Illi- 
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nois Experiment Station have done considerable 
work for some time on a product known as Tox- 
oid which promises to be superior to the anti- 
toxin in that it produces a stronger immunity of 
longer duration and is considerably cheaper. 
The evidence so far indicates that animals can 
be actively immunized in 10 days with the 
Toxoid. 


TREATMENT 


Little can be done in the way of treatment in 
severely affected cases. All cases should re- 
ceive a physic containing an intestional antisep- 
tic and stimulants which may be preceded by the 
hypodermic injection of arecoline and strychnine. 
In addition large doses of antitoxin should be 
given intraveneously. If the paralysis is not 
general they may be placed in slings which will 
relieve them of some of the complications of 
decumbancy. As cases improve walking exer- 
cises in conjunction with nerve tonics may be 
beneficial. 
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CALIFORNIA 


EPRESENTATIVES of the five districts in 
California where local steeplechase associa- 
tions are in existence or in process of formation 
recenthly met at the Santa Barbara Club, in re- 
sponse to a call from Charles E. Perkins, sent out 
to something over 100 sportsmen. The other 
clubs represented were Del Monte, San Mateo, 
Santa Cruz and Los Angeles. The purpose of the 
meeting, to form a governing organization to be 
known as the Pacific Coast Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association, Incorporated, had been stated in the 
call, and those invited had been made acquainted 
with the plans, so that the business in hand was 
expedited without delay. 


The articles and by-laws were read and all 
of those present became charter members by 
signing their names thereto, and nearly all of 
the others who had been invited and could not 
attend the meeting had sent letters asking that 
their names be added to the charter membership 
roll. The rules to govern the racing are to be 
very like the rules of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, of New York, and it was 
stated to be the intention, when well established, 
to seek affiliation with that splendid organization 
governing the sport in the East.

TO THE DAVIS PLACES. 
By THos. B. CROMWELL. 

HEN the writer asked Horance N. Davis for 

a description of the yearlings he is adver- 
tising in THE BLOOD-HORSE (page 878) that whole- 
souled Kentuckian replied with the invitation: 
“Why not come out and see them?” Capital 
idea. It was a very hot afternoon, but we soon 
forgot the heat, because where the horses were 
shown at Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm it was 
shady, with a good breeze stirring, and there was 
at hand a bucket of good, cold water. That made 
everything even money, as the saying goes. Now, 
about the yearlings. In the first place, they are 
as represented in the advertisement. Each is 
worthy of a good chance to show his wares in 
racing. The Electro colt is a good representative 
of the Dark Ronald type. He should be a better 
horse than was Thibodeaux, just as *Axenstein 
is a better horse than was Cunard. Through an 
oversight Louis A., another good son of Electro, 
is not mentioned in the advertisement. Of the 
three bay sons of Westy Hogan, the smoothest 
and the best, apparently, is the Affection colt. 
That out of Resistance is a strong, solid horse, 
while the blocky fellow out of Boja looks the 
making of a very useful racing tool. The *Eau de 
Nil colt is a quick, smart one which, in proper 
hands, will bring in some early money. The 
filly out of Pirouette leaves the impression that 
she should not be hurried in preparation, but 
looks a certain winner. The *Minawand colt is 
extra good. He should have been sent to Sara- 
toga. Would bring nice money there, sure. Can- 
not tell what Mr. Davis wants for these year- 
lings, but from the way he talks the prices will 
be reasonable, and those who are in the market 
for material would do well to have a look, or 
send somebody to make an inspection. 

There are four stailions—-On Watch, Terry, 
*Cohort and *Rire aux Larmes—at this farm, and 
they look well after their season, except that 
Terry is a little light. He frets some. This seems 
to be characteristic of his line, until after they 
have been in service a couple of seasons. It is 
doubtful if there is a horse in Kentucky ever to 
have put out a better looking first crop than has 
this son of *North Star III. After having seen 
a number of his get at Col. W. S. Dudley’s place 
in Bourbon county and at the Davis places, this 
writer extends his congratulations to Messrs. 
Sam H. Harris and Max Hirsch on the owner- 
ship of such a stallion. Mrs. Herbert Pulsifer’s 
*Cohort, son of Grand Parade, out of Tetrabba- 


zia, by The Tetrarch, is a bay with black points, 
good size and a good individual, showing much 
character. No wonder his first book filled so 
rapidly as it did. Mrs. L. G. Kaufman’s On 
Watch looks as well as he ever did since leaving 
the race course, and he was retired sound, after 
having won 21 races. His sire, Colin, was unde- 
feated and his dam, Rubia Grande, won 13 races. 
*“Rire aux Larmes, the “old man” of the estab- 
lishment, combining the blood of Rabelais and 
Le Sancy, carries his age well, and Mr. Davis ad- 
vises that he is one of the surest horses he has 
ever known. 

Sage Brothers have 10 mares with the Messrs. 
Davis, and these mares usually are bred to stal- 
lions standing at Harry Payne Whitney‘s farm. 
Six of their yearlings, soon to go East to be 
broken, were shown. The bay colt by Blondin, 
from Drive, by *Johren, out of Clarity, by Whisk 
Broom II is a first foal and is plain. <A good, 
robust bay colt is by Pennant, from Pettibocker 
(half-sister to Dr. Clark and own sister to Pan- 
tella) by *Chicle. Two nice, smooth bay fillies 
by Wildair, are out of Disette, by *Dis Donc, and 
Never Again, by *Johren or Headstrong, respec- 
tively. The Disette filly claims Artful for her 
fourth dam, while Regret is the third dam of 
the Never Again filly. A chestnut filly, well 
made, is by Blondin, from Flourish (whose gran- 
dam, Rainy Daisy, was own sister to Jersey 
Lightning, dam of Regret), by Pennant. The 
other is a good, slightly pigeon-toed, bay filly by 
Mad Hatter, from Lavish (whose grandam, 
Cherokee Rose II, is own sister to Pennant), by 
*All Gold. 

Next we saw Oval, by Fair Play, and her neat 
brown filly foal by Broomstick, property of 
Messrs. Sage. Mr. Davis remarked that this was 
the only mare not owned at the Whitney Farm 
or at Greentree Stud which had been mated with 
Broomstick last season. 

Mr. Davis’ own mare, *Minawand, has a chest- 
nut filly (own sister to the best colt he is offer- 
ing to sell) by Bubbling Over. This is a good in- 
dividual and looks as if she would make a fine 
broodmare when her racing days are over. Sam 
H. Harr's’ True Flier, by Pennant, and her grand 
chestnut filly by Terry, were next brought out. 
Then we saw three mares and their foals the 
property of Mrs. Kaufman. They were Sox, by 
*“Donnacona, and bay filly by On Watch; Dottie 
Vandiver, by Trap Rock, and brown fillv (half- 
sister to The Diver and Blandris) by *Rire aux 
Larmes, and Crugie (dam of Donna Alicia and 
Doncree) by Broomstick, and bay filly by Sun 
Pal. These are likely foals. Mr. Davis com- 
mented. when Sox was brought out, that he be- 
lieves the *Donnocona mares will make good. 
This opinion appeared better grounded even when 
the black colt by On Watch out of Sox was ex- 
hibited. He is an excellent ind'vidual. Mrs. 
Kaufman intends to have him trained, and she 
is to be congratulated on her decision. She has 
another yearling (own brother to Sortie) by On 
Watch, from Kippy, by Broomstick, which is to 
carry her colors, and he, too, is good. 

George Read is the owner of a bay colt by 
“Master Charlie, from Pavia (dam of Colored 
Servant and Take Your Time) by *Vitellius. He 
looks quite like his sire, and is to go to Saratoga. 
Max Hirsch is the owner of two yearling fillies 
which he expects to race himself. The bay is by 
“Rare aux Larmes, from Incentive, by *Spanish 
Prince II, and looks very like her dam’s sire. 
That’s a good token, remembering Princess Do-

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PRACTICAL LIGHT HORSE BREEDING 


In the Blue Grass of Kentucky and Its 
Possibilities Throughout the United States

PART IV. 
FOALS 
CARE AND HANDLING 


CARE AFTER FOALING: 


RDINARILY it is desired to allow the foal 
to break its own umbilical (navel) cord. If 
the attendant will leave the mother and foal to 
themselves for a few minutes the cord usually 
will be broken in the natural way. If necessary, 
the cord may be broken or cut and the stub of 
the cord on the foal, after having had the blood 
properly pressed out, painted with iodine at once. 
Many experienced breeders do not cut the cord, 
but endeavor to break it, in an effort to imitate 
what should naturally take place. As a rule, 
after a reasonable delay, and the cord is not 
broken, it is perhaps better to tie the cord with 
sterile (iodine dipped) tape or cord at a point 
1 1-2 to 2 inches from the belly of the foal and 
then sever it with a sharp knife 1-2 inch from 
the tape. The stub of the cord is treated with 
iodine in all cases. The foal should be carried 
to its mother’s head after the stump is treated. 
When the foal gets on its_feet, it usually begins 
searching for the teat, and care should be ex- 
ercised at this time, especially with young mares, 
as there is some danger of them objecting to the 
foal’s nursing. A foal may nurse within first 
half hour, usually, however, a normal foal will 
nurse within an hour or so after birth. If they 
do not nurse within a reasonable time some as- 
sistance should be given. 


A few hours after birth a foal may show signs 
of discomfort, which ordinarily comes from con- 
stipation. The colsotrom (which colts receive in 
first meal) does not always cause elimination of 
the meconium. Especially is this true in case of 
stall fed mares. And when the colt is 12 hours 
old (about 4 to 10 hours after first nursing) if 
there has not been an elimination, it is advisable 
to make a rectal examination with the finger, 
which is first cleaned and soaped well. One 
manager cleans the posterior bowl with the 
finger and injects 2 ounces of luke-warm olive 
oil. Another manager, in case the examination 
discloses the presence of hard balls in the bowels, 
prefers to use a rectal douche of soapy, warm 
water to which has been added a very iittle salt. 

The colt is fondled and handled soon after birth. 
The body is rubbed and dried with warm towels, 
and it is not permitted to dry cold. As soon as 
the mare wants to lick the foal, the attendant 
gives way to her. 

Some breeders vaccinate colts in the first 24 
hours egainst joint disease and repeat the vac- 
cination every 24 hours for 2 or 3 days. In case 
of clinical evidence of the disease vaccine or serum 


is then continued. Anti-Streptococcic serum is 
used. A large percentage of joint diease is from 
prenatal cause. Dr. John Baird begins the pre- 
ventative treatment 30 days before mares are 
due to foal. His prescription follows: 

Rx Red Iodide of Mercury—------ 

Potassium Iodide 
Water sufficient to 18 oz. 

Give 1-2 ounce to the mare every evening, 
mixed in cooked food, for 30 days before foaling 
and continue for 7 days after foaling. 

NURSING MARE WIEN OVER-HEATED: 

A foal is not permitted to nurse the mare when 
she is warm or has just been bred, as indigestion 
or diarrhea may result. The mare should be 
milked and the foal made to await for a new 
supply of milk. If scours result from such nurs- 
ing, the usual remedy for a foal two to three 
months old is: 

4 oz. castor oil 

10 grains salol 

20 grains Bismuth Subnitrate 
Give every 3 hours. 

Two-ounce castor oil and a similar reduction 
is made in other ingredients for a young foal. 

The mare should be given dry feed and the 
amount of feed reduced. 


If a foal is too weak to nurse, the mare should 


be milked twice a day to prevent the bag from 
caking. 


THE STEPMOTHER: 


Some farms follow the excellent plan of breed- 
ing an occasional mare that is a good milk pro- 
ducer, but whose foal is expected to he of little 
value, and use the mare as a step-mother. In 
case of the death of the dam of a valuable foal; 
in case of some mares that produce little milk, 
or in case of twins, the step-mother is given a 
foal, and her foal may be destroped or raised on 
the bottle. To make the change of foals, the 
foal is rubbed with anise seed or whiskey. Where 
there is no step-mother available dependence 
must be placed on cow’s milk. 

Rx: 

1 tablespoonful Dextrose Maltose No. 3 

4 ounces milk 

4 ounces water (depending on butter fat content of 

milk) 

Feed every three hours with a bottle. 

As the foal gets older, increase amount and the 
time, between feedings. 

Another Rx: 
2 ounces milk 
2 ounces water 
1 teaspoonful sugar 
Feed every two hours. 
Gradually increase until the foal is one month old, 
then give straight Holstein milk. 
Another Rx: 
ff Jersey milk: 
2 parts whole milk 
1 part skim milk 
Mix. 5 
Take 2 parts of the above mixture (or straight Hol- 
stein’s milk) 
1 part water : 
1 teaspoonful sugar (to a cup of the mixture) 
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Feed four (4) ounces every four (4) hours. Increase 
amount with age. At one month, give straight Hol- 
stein or Jersey milk mixed with skim milk. 


POINTS TO GUARD AGAINST: 

Young foals frequently are afflicted with joint 
ill (inflammation of joints connected with lame- 
ness and accompanied by general fever), rheu- 
matism (draws up), diarrhea, constipation, or it 
may be a “sleeper” (leaky heart valve), and 
practically all large foals when very young have 
crooked legs and frequently male foals have 
scrotol hernia. 

The veterinarian should be called where the 
attendant is not entirely sure of the trouble and 
its proper remedy. 

The veterinarian will give a ‘sleeper’ a stimu- 
lant. 

For diarrhea, give castor oil, followed 4 hours 
later with paregoric and milk of bismuth. 

The hernia is noted so that the veterinarian 
will exercise special care in castration. 

Nature and time will, in most cases, correct 
the crooked legs. 


INSPECTING THE FOAL: 

Quality and breeding are misleading in the 
young foal and an ill-bred frequently can mas- 
querade with aristocracy. 

To examine a foal, it should be caught when 
it stands squarely on its four legs in a natural 
position, with the head at a normal height. A 
slight change of position shifts the center of 
gravity and the foal can then more easily be 
erroneously judged. A high head may give the 
impression of a sway back and if the legs are 
too far forward or backward the entire picture 
is changed. 

Nhen two or three weeks old, one can per- 
haps determine if certain defeets apparent at 
time of foaling will be repaired. There are few 
horsemen who attempt to say what type of 
horse a foal wil! be when mature. Inspection is 
wisely confined to a determination as to whether 
there are deformaties. 

In the very young foal, pasterns which appear 
to be too upright; to have too much drop, and 
misplacement of legs and hocks that may give 
the appearance of being curby, will frequently 
become adjusted. In general, those defects, 
noticed which appear to be bends, outward or 
inward, due apparently to accommodation by 
tender bone while being carried, will probably 
adjust themselves. 

The cause of temporary defects found in new- 
born foals is a subject of small controversy. As 
a final analysis, it can be said that the cause is 
not definitely known. Some authorities claim 
that fat broodmares produce crooked or bent 
foals; some say that small foals do not so often 
have temporary defects. and if they are defective, 
seldom grow out of them as readily as large 
foals, which, they contend, shows that the tem- 
porary defects of large foals are due to lack of 
room in the womb. Other authorities believe 
that defects are due to adhesions in the fetal 
membranes, which are more common in old, 
large, deep-bellied, sway-back mares. 

THE YOUNG FOAL: 

Some barns are equipped with sunlit courts 
40 ft. x 69 ft., having glass windows on two 
sides and a skylight. And when the foal is one 
day old the dam and foal are turned out in this 
court for an hour or so a day. The court is deep- 
ly bedded with straw. Other breeders prefer the 
direct sunlight and utilize any inclosure such as 


the court in a circular barn or a small paddock 
which affords protection from the wind. 


After the first day and for the next few days, 
in addition to being turned in a court, the mare 
is led around a few minutes and the foal per- 
mitted to follow. A few breeders have installed 
ultra violet ray machines and undoubtedly young 
foals will, in cases, be treated with these rays. 

After the foal is 3 to 12 days old, depending 
on the individual and the weather, the foal and 
its dam are turned into paddocks with other foals 
and mares for an hour the first day, gradually 
increasing the time. Some breedres exercise 
great precaution in keeping a young foal off cold, 
damp ground where it may lie down. It is an 
excellent idea to allow two mares to run together 
a few days before being turned into the large 
group. Some breeders believe it is a good plan 
to turn the mare and young foal into a paddock 
immediately adjacent another mare and foal and 
so permit them to become acquainted, visiting 
over the fence for a day, before turning them 
into the same paddock. Other breeders discount 
the value of this precaution. 


For the first few days mares and young foals 
are carefully watched. A common occurrence is 
for the foal to become separated from its dam 
by rolling under the fence of an adjacent pasture. 
The foal of a blind mare is belled. 

Stagnant ponds, bogs, post holes, nails, pro- 
jections, wire (especially if not taut) should be 
elim'nated. If not eliminated, they should be 
fenced off. All fence corners should be rounded 
and nothing left (such as a bar in fence corner) 
which is a convenient height to strike a wither 
of foal or mare. 

Trees for shade should be available, but if 
there are no trees, open sheds for protection 
against the sun should be provided. During the 
fly season, in isolated instances, stalls are 
screened or a spray used. 

It is a bad practice to turn a young foal into 
paddocks with geldings. If necessary to do so, 
a watchman should be present a sufficient length 
of time to be certain that the gelding will not 
molest the foal. 

Great precaution should be taken on first turn- 
ing a young horse into a paddock alone without 
careful watching after the animal has had com- 
pany in pasture. 

Strange animals shou'd not be ridden in the 
vic nity of animals on pasture as their presence 
may unduly excite stallions, mares and foals. 
And strange animals should not be allowed to 
drink from buckets or troughs and shculd not be 
given stall room as they may spread disease. 
Animals recently acquired should be isolated in 
cuarantine for a per'od of at least twenty-one 
days before being taken into a stable or herd. 
New broodmares ordin*rily pass through a longer 
pericd of isolation. For the purpose of isola- 
tion. som? farms use small pastures entirely sep- 
arated from the breeding establishment. They 
are used for newly purchased animals or those 
returning from training. 

FEEDING THE FOAL: 

A foal will eat grain when 9 days of age. 
When 6 to 8 weeks old, the foal may have its 
own feed box. Dry feed is of the greatest im- 
portance in building the cons‘itution of the horse. 
A good mixture of timothy and clover hay is ex- 
cellent roughage. Alfalfa is also fed by many 
breeders. 

Until 2 or 3 months of age the foal is as a 
rule permitted to eat along with its mother, one 
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feed box being used for mare and foal. Later 
the mare is tied up while the foal is allowed to 
eat. A separate feed box, 8 in. x 12 in. x 24 in., 
with iron rods across, 4 in. apart, makes a sat- 
isfactory feed box for the foal in case a special 
one is desired. 

GENERAL REMARKS: 

Some breeders feed yearlings 2 oz. cod liver 
oil daily from January to April. Some feed milk. 
Contrary to the probable general impression 
foals are not pampered but are kept in good, 
hard condition.

Some farms feed foals after weaning the same 
allowance as they feed mares. When animals 
are quartered in separate stalls after weaning, 
feed can be more readily regulated as no two in- 
dividuals are continually g ven the same feed. 
Salt and fresh water are available in pasture and 
in, stalls, but in some cases a regular watering 
schedule is followed while the animal is in the 
stall. Almost invar’ably hay is placed in a cor- 
ner on the floor of the stall instead of in racks. 
Reasons given are: Healthy horses waste little 
hay when so placed. When hay is in a high 
rack, horses must stand in an unnatural posi- 
tion, cannot easily pick out the particular morsel 
they want, and there is danger of getting dust 
and sticks in the eye. A low rack increases 
chance of injury. 

Manure is the main medium for spread of 
worms, end stal!s are kept clean and limed. An 
animal should habitually occupy its own stall for 
this reason. Also, it feels more at home. 

“Creeps,”’ in the field, in which to place feed 
boxes, are used on several farms. When built, 
a single plank fence about 4 feet high encloses 
the space and individual feed boxes on _ solid 
stilts at least 12 feet apart, or long troughs, are 
placed inside. 

Many of the most outstanding yearlings pro- 
duced, and which have developed into successful 
performers on the track or in the show ring, 
were not fed excessively. but were kept in satis- 
factory growing condition. All Thoroughbred 


foals raised to August yearlings on good farms 
will be found to be well matured, frequently be- 
ing 16 hands tall and weighing 1,100 pounds. Good 
feed in plenty and an abundance of fresh water 
are responsible for this wonderful development. 
Animals raised on Thoroughbred and Standard- 
bred farms have almost attained their full height 
when 2 years of age. The desire or necessity for 
racing 2-year-olds is the reason for the develop- 
ment. 

Saddlebred animals can be permitted to mature 
more slowly than either the Standardbred or 
Thoroughbred. As a rule, Thoroughbred year- 
lings are broken in the fall and start their rac- 
ing career the next spring. Standardbred breed- 
ers break early weanlings late in the fall and 
break other yearlings in January. The horse may 
be required to try for a yearling record the same 
fall. The wisdom of early racing of Thorough- 
breds is a subject of increasing discussion. 

As a rule, the following procedure is carried 
out with Saddlebred horses: 

Yearlings: In the fall, ground broken with line 
and turned out. 

Two-year-old (May): Broken to cart for 40 to 
60 days and turned out. 

Two-year-old (September): Worked to har- 
ness for 40 to 60 days, then ridden with a snaffle 
bit. Work is not hurried. 

SCHEDULE FOR FOAL FEEDING: 


Feed is regular and is usually given at 5:00 
a. m., 11:00 a. m., 5:00 p. m. 

FARM A: Weanlings: 10 weeks old until 
weaned. 

(June to October): 2 quarts crushed oats daily, 
gradually increased to 8 quarts per day, divided 
into two feeds, morning and night. 

As weanlings and yearlings: 

(October to February 15): 12 quarts crushed 
oats daily divided into three feeds. 

(February 15 to June 1): 14 quarts crushed 
oats daily divided into three feeds. 

(June 1 to August 15): 16 quarts crushed oats 
daily divided into three feeds. 

When there is no grass available (November 
15 to April 1) substitute 1 quart cracked corn 
and sweet feed at night for a like quantity of 
crushed oats. Grain is always fed in separate 
stalls for each animal, except a foal and its dam 
before weaning. 


Standardbred Yearlings in February. 


FARM B: Sucklings: (See broodmares, Farm A) 

The dry grain fed consists of 5-6 crushed oats 
and 1-6 bran. 

Weanlings and yearlings: 

(October to March): Feed morning 4 quarts, 
noon 2 quarts, night 6 quarts. 
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From December until March, mash is substi- 
tuted for oats and brand. 

Timothy and clover hay in plenty is fed. Foals 
are turned out during forenoon and every after- 
noon, but stabled at noon. They are taken up 
about 3:30 p. m. and are handled, groomed, feet 
trimmed, etc. 

Yearlings: 

On January 1, the noon feed is discontinued 
and 6 quarts crushed oats and 8 quarts mash are 
fed at morning and night, respectively. Hay al- 
lowance is continued. 

(March and April): Yearlings are out all day 
until 3:30 p. m. The mash is replaced with 6 to 
8 quarts crushed oats when the grass becomes 
good.

(May to August): Feed morning 6 quarts 
crushed oats, noon 4 quarts crushed cats, night 
6 to 8 quarts crushed oats—all dry feed. 

All feeding is in stalls. The animals are out 
at night. 

FARM C: Weanlings: 

The foal eats along with mare until 6 weeks 
old. A separate feed box is then allowed. Then 
1-2 to 1 pound crushed oats and a handful of 
bran divided in two feeds, gradually increasing to 
about 4 pounds, is allowed daily until weaned. 
The allowence may be increased but a foal is 
given no more than is entirely cleaned up. 

Weanlings and yearlings: 

After weaning, 8 pounds grain (crushed oats 
and bran per day) in three feeds until November 
15. Grain is fed in the stall. After November 
15, feeding schedule is the same as Farm B, but 
do not exceed 10 pounds when grass is good. 

FARM D: Schedule of feed in general conforms 
to Farm B, except the allowance of grain is as 
much as the foal will readily clean up and more 
dependence is placed on the clover in the hay for 
the laxative effect than on mashes. Foals are 
fed two gallons of separated cow’s milk at 11:00 
a. m., after weaning, to August. 

FARM E: The foal is fed along with the dam, 
a small increase in feed being allowed when the 
foal is 30 days old. When turned out, foals are 
fed in “creeps,” the allowance being all that is 
cleaned up. The grain ration consists of oats, 
corn, barley and bran. In hot weather foals are 
kept up in the day and fed at noon in stalls. 
When kept up at night the animal is fed in the 
stable night and morning and in the field at noon. 

FARM F: (See Broodmares, Farm FF): Foals 
are weaned “by the sign’? when about 5 months 
of age. If the foal is a very late one, il is some- 
times weaned when 4 1-2 months old, depending 
on its condition. 

On weaning, 2 foals are stabled in a stall for 


a period of 3 weeks, during which time they are 
halter broken and gentled. They are fed 3 times 
a day as follows: 
1 bundle sheaf oats 
1 peck green corn (the ear, fodder and stalk being 
finely cut) 
1 or 2 ears of corn 
Hay in plenty at night. Alfalfa, and a clover and 
timothy hay is alternately fed. 

At the end of 3 weeks, the foals are turned 
out in groups, taking them up at night and con- 
tinuing above feed until grass is good the next 
spring. Fillies and colts are then separated and 
they are left out day and night and are fed oats 
and corn in “creeps” if the grass is not plentiful. 
If it is desired to prepare a foal for exhibition, he 
is taken up in June. 


FARM G: (See Broodmares, Farm H): From 
July ist, foals are fed in “creeps” and are prac- 
tically allowed as much grain as they will clean 
up. 

At 5 months of age foals are weaned. All 
mares, except one, are finally taken from the 
foal pasture. And the foals are fed in the fields 
until about December ist, when they are taken 
up at night, two weanlings being assigned a stall. 
The grain ration consists of oats and bran. Mash 
is fed at night. Timothy and clover hay in plenty 
is allowed. 

During the winter, weanlings and yearlings are 
turned out in the day during all weather. On May 
1st, they are turned out and not fed for a month. 
Then they are again fed in the field and remain 
out day and night. 


A Week-Old Foal Eating Oats. 

FARM H: Sucklings: 

Eat along with dam until 2 months of age. No 
extra allowance. Then, until July Ist, they are 
fed 2 quarts rolled oats at noon daily in creeps; 
at night and morning, foal eats with its dam, 
the allowance being gauged by the condition of 
the mare. 

July to weaning: Foals are with their dams 
in stalls in day. They are fed about 3 quarts 
rolled oats at 5:30 a. m. and again at 2 p. m., 
the mare being tied up. 

Weanlings: 

On October 15, weanlings are taken up at night 
and turned out in day. After the grass is gone 
4 quarts of mash is fed at night and 4 quarts 
crushed oats at 5:30 a.m. As long as the grass 
is good, oats are fed instead of bran. Mixed 
timothy and clover hay is fed at night. 
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Yearlings: 

Continue stabling and feeding as above until 
May 15, increasing the feed to a maximum of 12 
quarts daily. 

Yearlings are turned out about 7 a. m. and up 
about 3 p. m. 

After May 15, grain ration is increased and 
hay is reduced. 


A Ten-Day-Old Foal Eating Grass. 


FARM I: Sucklings: 

Sucklings eat with the dam until July 1st, the 
allowance of feed being increased very little. 

July to weaning: 

The mare is tied up and the foal is allowed to 
eat from her feed box twice a day, about 2 quarts 
rolled oats and bran, gradually increasing to 4 
quarts daily. 

Weanlings: 

Foals are weaned in October. 

October to January: 12 quarts rolled oats, di- 
vided into 3 feeds, are fed daily, adding 3 quarts 
alfalfa chop or a molases feed at night. 

Yearlings: 

January to April: 16 quarts rolled oats are 
fed daily, divided in 3 feeds. Alfalfa chop is fed 
during this period. Hay is 90 per cent clover and 
10 per cent timothy. 

April to August: Grain is increased to 18 
quarts daily and alfalfa is withdrawn. Four 
ounces limestone water and 4 ounces linseed oil, 
mixed with feed, are fed backward yearlings 
daily.

When we went over to J. Berry Davis’ Wolf 
Run Farm, a short way nearer Lexington on the 
Old Frankfort Pike, to see some foals, the first 
shown was a bay son of Apprehension (sire of 
Chestnut Oak), from Flying Pennant, a nice one, 
owned by Sam H. Harris, who also boasts a good 
bay colt by Terry, from Alice Harris. Max 
Hirsch owns two handsome chestnut colts, one 
out of Blue Skies and the other from Incentive. 
George Read has an own sister to the yearling 
by *Master Charlie—Pavia, quite like her brother. 
The Messrs. Sage have a bay filly by Mad Hatter, 
from Disette, which is typical of her sire, and two 
nice brown fillies, one by Terry, from Lavish, 
and the other by *Axenstein, from Flourish. An 
extra good chestnut filly is C. C. Patrick’s, by 
Flight of Time, from Electro. E. M. Byars should 
be proud in the ownership of a very good chest- 
nut filly by *Pot au Feu, from Milfoil (dam of 
Danthonia and Tara’s Hall), by *Vulcain, out of 
Mill Maid, own sister to Mad Hatter and Mad 
Play. At this farm is Mrs. Kaufman’s Kippy 
and her chestnut filly by Bubbling Over. It is 
unfortunate that this half-sister to Sortie is 
showing a pronounced sway in the back. In- 
cidentally Mrs. Kaufman has four mares and 
four filly foals. John Pontius’ Omnipotent (dam 
of Michigan Boy, winner of the Louisiana Derby) 
has a bay colt by *Rire aux Larmes, a good in- 
dividual, and, Mr. Davis says, better than was 
Michigan Boy as a foal. 

The Messrs, Davis (they are brothers) own a 
neat brown filly by *Axenstein, from *Eau de 
Nil; an extra good chestnut colt by Terry, from 
Rail On, by On Watch; a strong brown or black 
colt by Cyclops, out of Grudge, by Ballot, there- 
fore inbred to Ballot, and a good sized bay colt 
by *Rire aux Larmes, from Resistance, which 
looks like making a winner. 

At each of these farms the management is ex- 
cellent and the organizations are good. The 
places are neat and clean and there is an abun- 
dance of wholesome water. Wolf Run gets its 
name from the creek, fed by never failing springs, 
winding its way through the pastures. The grass, 
because of the unusual drought, which was 
broken by showers Saturday and Sunday last, 
is brown and virtually nil for the time being, 
but will, as always, come again. Meanwhile, 
however, the horses are being fed the usual win- 
ter rations of grain and hay. The stock all looks 
good and that they are healthy is apparent. Black 
Gold was the best of a number of good horses to 
have come from the Davis establishments. He 
was foaled at Blue Grass Heights. 


ASSISTING FRANK TAYLOR. 

Charles H. (Trainer) Hughes, after the first 
week of his second season at Arlington Park as 
official timer, resigned his post to accept the 
more lucrative position as chief aid to Frank M. 
Taylor, who now is in charge of the Rancocas 
Stable of Harry F. Sinclair. The veteran trainer 
has assumed his new duties in the East. For the 
last several seasons Trainer Hughes has also 
served as official timer at Havre de Grace and 
Miami. He is one of the most accurate of tim- 
ers and one of the most affable of men, and more 
than that he is a highly capable horseman. He 
has previously been associated with Mr. Taylor 
and they do excellent team work in the manage- 
ment of a racing stable.

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ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD. 

HE three-parts brother, by Whisk Broom II, 
to Osmand, which is getting his first lessons 
under the saddle along with twenty-three others 
of the Joseph E. Widener yearlings under the 
supervision of Bert Williamson at Churchill 
Downs, is by far the best yearling the writer has 
seen to date this year. He is the very replica 
ef Osmand in conformation and color. But for 
one feature, that crooked hock of the old sprinter, 
he could be passed off in pictures as his distin- 
guished kinsman. Mr. Widener is said to have 
refused a small fortune for this colt when he 
was only a few months old. Incidentally, I note 
that the master of Elmendorf says that Osmand 
bas run his last race and henceforth will enjoy 
the life of a pensioner. 


A very superior filly included in this band is 
the chestnut daughter of Pennant and War Path. 
She has plenty of quality and looks a sure-fire 
race mare. Remember, Equipoise comes from 
the loins of this sire. By the way, it develops 
that the kingpin of this year’s juvenile crop is 
not eligible to the Hopeful. Freddv Hopkins, his 
trainer, says he will beat all the “Johnny-come- 
lately” colts that try to keep pace with him at 
the Spa. Also, that his charge is doing fine and 
will be right at tops again when the gates are 
thrown open at New York’s upstate course. _ He 
quickly put to route the rumor that Equipoise’s 
condition necessitated his lay-off. The colt is a 
nominee to the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes at 
Churchill Downs and Kentuckians may have the 
opportunity of seeing this blue streak in action 
in that event. 


But, to get back to the Widener horses, they 
tell me that Haste, which sire holds court at 
Eimendorf, was placed on the scales just the 
other day and tipped the beam at no less than 
1,300 pounds. This son of *Maintenant was a 
very speedy racer in his day. He was among 
the first flight of the 2-year-old division in 1925 
and won the Withers Stakes and the Fairmount 
Derby in 1926, beating many of the best colts of 
the year in fast time. The late “Ham” Keene, 
brother to J. O. Keene, trained the big bay and 
frequently ventured the opinion that he could 
beat any horse in the world going a quarter away 
from the barrier. Several of his first crop, 2- 
year-olds of 1930, are known to possess plenty of 
speed and are expected to prove very useful ma- 
terial. In Haste is his first winner. 

*Sickle, the recent English addition to the stal- 
lion ranks at Elmendorf, is reputed to be a fine 
type with a nice disposition, but a bit of a rogue 
under the saddle. This young sire carries the 
blood of Phalaris, sire of *Carlaris, Manna, 
*Phalaros, *Pharamond II, etc., and it is a strain 
noted for the sort of speed that brings results in 
the short dashes over the skinned tracks as well 
as on the turf.

ROADWAY LIMITED, that mean-tempered 

son of Man o’ War—*Starflight, by Sunstar, 
which has been characterized as a “lemon” by 
practically every scribe in these United States, 
may be helped in a racing way by castration. 
This decision on the part of the Messrs. Wag- 
goner is not in accord with plans made by them 
when the colt was purchased for $65,000 at the 
Saratoga sales as a yearling. They then intend- 
ed to place him in the stud at their Three D’s 
Stock Farm, near Arlington, Texas, regardless 
of what he would or would not accomplish on 


the race course. He was a grand speciman as 
a yearling, but failed to fill out and grow rightly 
over the winter. Did absolutely nothing at two, 
but showed good speed in his Derby preparation 
last spring until his “Hastings temperament” as- 
serted istelf. 


HIS writer felt like shouting a loud hurrah 

upon reading the notice to the effect that 
the gallant Frenchman, Epinard, would return to 
Kentucky to do stud duty next season. I honest- 
ly believe that if he were allowed to remain for 
a few seasons he would rival that other fine out- 
lander, *Sir Gallahad III, as a progenitor of 
classy racers. 

Did you see the chart of the race Insco, Grif- 
fin Watkins’ *Sir Gallahad III—*Starflight colt, 
ran to win the Deerfield at Arlington last week ? 
Wasn’t that a hummer? Charmer outbroke him, 
but he was on even terms at the five furlongs in 
:58 2-5 and finished out the distance to be winner 
by the shortest of heads in 1:05, thereby estab- 
lishing a new track mark. Look him over, gen- 
tlemen; he’s the best colt that has cqme out of 
Kentucky in many years. Seems the type to do 
better as the distances are lengthened, and should 
be a great 3-year-old. 

Connie Savage, eiditor of The Shed-Row (Louis- 
ville), says one must go back to the time of Har- 
ry Kelly to find a colt which could run that fast 
which raced in the West. He and Siskin, the 
classy son of Epinard, will probably meet in the 
Post and Paddock, if not before. This pair should 
furnish the customers to the “Belmont Park of 
the West” with a great battle. If the course 
should happen to be muddy when they meet, the 
balance will be somewhat in favor of the Nevada 
Stock Farm Stable’s crack, as Insco’s clumsy ac- 
tion militates against his mud running ability. 
Wouldn’t it be great if the Arlington manage- 
ment could arrange a meeting between this pair 
and Equipoise? A three-cornered match with 
them as the principals should pack their spacious 
piant to the limit. However, this is quite im- 
probable. At level weights I’d back Equipoise, 
for I believe he can take the Western cracks into 
camp as readily as he does those in the East if 
he isn’t asked to concede them much poundage. 

ED O. must have come around quickly. Mr. 
Foreman had intended resting the unsexed 
son of Campfire until the Saratoga meet but has 
the rakish chestnut back sweating the brass 
again at Arlington. The Miami development, 
Vander Pool, is another that is in our midst after 
a good rest. This youngster may not be the 
horse he appeared early in the spring, but he can 
win plenty of races in good company for his 
owner, the fair Mrs. Allen, if he holds his pres- 

ent form.

HAT about Flying Heels? He obviously has 
plenty up his sleeve with which to worry 
the best of them. Was winner of the thirty-sec- 
ond running of the Carter, a dash of seven fur- 
longs, at Aqueduct, beating such tried and true 
performers as Sarazen II, Jack High, Curate, 
Polydor and Capture in impressive style in 1:24 
2-5. He was pulled to his stabemate, The Beasel, 
in his next essay. Lots of smart horsemen I 
know have been reserving judgment on this 
year’s 3-year-old crop until he takes a crack at 
Gallant Fox and Gallant Knight. You know, or 
perhaps you don’t, that “Uncle Henry’ McDaniel 
isn’t a ‘“ballyhoo trainer.” He just proceeds 
along in his own quiet way, but he certainly gets 
the best from his charges. 
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THREE OF MR. HANCOCK’S FILLIES BY *SIR GALLAHAD III 


4E three fillies pictured on this page are 

daughters of *Sir Gallahad III, property of 
Arthur B. Hancock, master of Claiborne and 
Ellerslie Studs, and to be sold at Saratoga in the 
Fasig-Tipton Company Paddocks, the evening of 
Wednesday, August 13. Notwithstanding the 
fact that Gallant Fox has been chiefly instru- 
mental in bringing to world-wide notice the 
prowess of *Sir Gallahad III as a sire, we must 
not lose sight of the fact that his daughters also 
are worthy performers. To date this year *Sir 
Gallahad III has nine winners in America and six 
of these are fillies, the best being the six times 
winner Betty Derr, half sister to Clyde Van 
Dusen (winner of the Kentucky Derby), from 
Uncle’s Lassie by Uncle. Three of Betty Derr’s 
successes this year have been in the Debutante 
Stakes, Churchill Downs, and Debutante Stakes, 
Washington Park, and the Clipsetta Stakes, at 
Latonia. The three fillies on this page are all 
bays. Their dams are all well bred and have 
produced winners. 

*Peroration, by Clarissimus, out of Rhetoric, 
by Cyllene, is dam of the winners Perjury at two, 
1929, and Chouette, the chestnut colt by Bubbling 
Over, which was solid at Saratoga last August 
for $23,000, the top price paid for the three colts 
offered by that sire, and which won the Colorado 
Stakes and was second in Youthful Stakes, and 
was destroyed on May 19, as result of injuries 
received while in his work that morning. Rhet- 
oric also produced the stakes winners Porus and 
*Politian and was sister to Cicero, winner Derby, 
etc., and a good sire. 

*Embassy, dam of the winners Voltaic (winner 
Hollis, Olympic, Saratoga Sales Stakes, etc.) 
Pro-Consul and Constance, is by *Ambassador 
IV out of Curia, by Cicero. *Embassy is half- 
sister to Star Chamber, Sun Cure and Curialis. 
Her dam Curis was sister to Grosvenor and half- 
sister to Maid of the Mist, dam of Craig an Eran, 
Sunny Jane (dam of *Bright Knight), etc., and 
grandam of Buchan. 

Ten Lec, by Celt out of Network, won 18 races 
including East View Stakes, Quickstep Handi-

cap, etc. She is sister to Embroidery (17 wins, 
including St. Leger Handicap, 2 1-4 miles, twice; 
Louisville Cup, two miles, etc., and dam of three 
winners), Polka Dot (Coaching Club American 
Oaks, etc.), and Paddy Whack, winner Youth- 
ful, Hudson, Newtown, Melrose Stakes, etc. Her 
dam, Network, produced 13 winners includnig 
Executor, El Bart, Lace, and Workmaid, also 
dam of the winners Dunboyne, etc. Network was 
sister to Diamontina.

Senator J. N. Camden had a nice 
double on Wednesday, July 9, when his two 
home-bred fillies, Ellice and Honey Locust were 
victorious in the fourth and fifth races. Ellice 
defeated Nellie Custis and four others, and Honey 
Locust won by four lengths from Elizabeth 
Kennedy and three other 3-year-old fillies. Both 
Gallaher and Combs and Senator Camden had 
doubles on Thursday, July 10. “Lightning” 
Jones graduated the 2-year-old colt, Polinos, by 
Tryster, from the maiden ranks in the first race 
and rode Sydney, the 3-year-old gelding by 
Craigangower, to a smashing victory in the 
fourth race, defeating Playtime, Long Run, 
Tannery and two others, for Senator Camden. 
Gallaher & Combs’ Oswego, by Cherokee, proved 
to be best in the 2-year-old race over Journeys 
End and six others, and their 3-year-old son of 
Cherokee, James M., won by a nose from Royal

Melton, by Melton, which is pictured on the cover 
of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, is another of 
the get of his sire with the right to command 
attention and bring a figure commensurate with 
his high value as a potential runner and stock 
horse when he comes before Auctioneer John 
Bain and Mr. Tranter in the ring at Saratoga 
Springs, Wednesday, August 13, the first of 
Arthur B. Hancock’s two evenings for the dis- 
posal of the yearlings from his Claiborne and 
Ellerslie Studs. *Bessie Melton is the dam of the 
winner Muy Bien, in Spain, and four winners in 
this country, namely Donges (14 wins, including 
Breeders’ Futurity and Cincinnati Trophy, and 
second in Pimlico Futurity), Shark (16 wins, 
still racing, second in New Orleans Handicap), 
Patuxant and Outpost. Melton was the sire of 
the great horse Sysonby, and likewise he sired 
the sires William Rufus and Henry The First. 
Melton also got Absurdity (dam of Black Jester), 
Greeba (dam of Eager), Pink Flower (grandam 
of Roseway), Yours (dam of Your Majesty and 
of Our Lassie, dam of *Hollister), and many other 
good mares in various parts of the world. Melton 
was own brother to Bridget (third dam of *Light 
Brigade) and to Editha, second dam of *Phusla. 
Bess of Orange (dam of *Bessie Melton) was by 
William the Third. She died early, but not until 
after she had also produced Orange Lass, a win- 
ner in South Africa. The next dam, Elizabeth 
Hardwick, by Orme, was a producer and half- 
sister to Donovan, next to Isinglass the largest 
money winner in England. He started 21 times, 
won 18, second twice and third once. The Derby 
and St. Leger were among his successes. Mower- 
ina, the next dam, was by Scottish Chief and 
was dam of the winners of 51 races, quite unusual 
in her day. It is the No. 7 family, from which also 
comes Flying Fox, the great grandsire of *Sir 
Gallahad III, sire of Gallant Fox.

Norris Royden, of Daily Running Horse (New 
York), accompanied by Mrs. Royden, has stopped 
off at Lexington for three or four days to see 
some of the yearlings, after having been to Ar- 
lington Park to witness the running of The 
Classic. 
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ARLINGTON PARK. 


T is estimated that 60,000 people were pres- 

ent at Arlington Park last Saturday (July 12) 
to witness the second running of The Classic, 
wherein Gallant Fox scored his sixth successive 
stakes victory as a 3-year-old and thereby 
brought the total of his earnings for two seasons 
thusfar to $274,980, making him next to Zev 
($313,639) the largest money winner in American 
racing. The order of the first three at the finish 
of The Classic confirmed the running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, for it was the same—Gallant Fox, 
Gallant Knight, Ned O. In the Derby each car- 
ried 126 pounds and there were two lengths be- 
tween them. In The Classic Gallant Fox carried 
126 and won by a neck, while Gallant Knight 
had 123 and was five lengths in front of Ned O., 
121. 

There were many notables in the throng at the 
great course, among them being Vice-President 
Charles Curtis, Governor Lewis Emmerson, and 
Lieutenant Governor Fred Sterling. The Vice- 
President expressed regret that he could be at 
Arlington Park only the one day, and he was 
amazed at the improvements made since last 
year. “Horse racing,” he said, “is the greatest 
sport extant, and the cleanest. Here we have it 
under the finest auspices and the grandest en- 
vironment.” 

Otto W. Lehmann, president of the Arlington 
Park Jockey Club, entertained with luncheon, as 
did also Laurence Armour, president of the Post 
and Paddock Club. There were a number of 
other luncheon parties during the day. 

Arthur B. Hancock, at whose Claiborne Stud 
stands *Sir Gallahad ITI, where also Gallant Fox 
was foaled, was present, as were also Thomas 
Piatt, owner of Brookdale Farm; Edward F. 
Simms, master of Xalapa Farm; Henry Teller 
Archibald, owner of Arch Manor Farm; FE. Gay 
Drake, Minneola Stud; John W. Marr, Clarkland 
Farm; Tom B. Young, Hanover Stud; Norman 
W. Church, Mira Monte Farm; J. Edwin Griffith, 
Griffwood Farms; Thomas Carr Piatt, Bethel 
Farm; Silas Mason, Duntreath Farm; W. Arnold 
Banger, Arlington Farm, the last named two 
also principles in the Warm Stable ownership, 
and John D. Hertz, Leona Stock Farm, were the 
breeders seen in the throng. Col. Phil T. Chinn, 
master of Himyar Stud, had been at Arlington 
earlier in the week, but had been made ill by the 
excessive heat and departed for home on Friday. 

The Lassie Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, was also 
on the program Saturday, and was won by Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s Risque, by Stimulus, with Glide- 
lia second, and the heavily backed Panasette, 
third. 

The track on Monday and Tuesday was fast, 
but it rained enough to make the footing heavy 
for Wednesday’s racing. It was slow on Thurs- 
day, but dried out and was fast Friday and Sat- 
urday. Griffin Watkins’ Insco, 2-year-old son of 
*Sir Gallahad ITI, out of *Starflight by Sunstar, 
got to the front near the end and finished a head 
better than Rancocas Stable’s Charmer, which 
had led all the way, to set a new track record of 
1:05 for the 5 1-2 furlongs, in the Deerfield Purse 
on Tuesday, July 8. That same day H. P. Whit- 
ney’s 3-year-old filly, Dustemall, by *Chicle, won 
the Smart Set Purse, defeating Lady Broadcast 
and four others and ran the one mile out of the 
chute in 1:36 4-5. 

Reuter Stable’s Volt Meter was disqualified 
after winning the sixth race on Wednesday, when 


he impeded Betty Barrett, which was second. 
He finished four lengths in front of the filly. 
This gave second money to H. C. Hatch’s Black 
Cloud. The feature of the card Wednesday was 
the Fox Lake Handicap, in which M. Shea’s Sandy 
Ford defeated Petee-Wrack by a neck and paid 
his packers $30.70 to $2. 


There was splendid racing Thursday. H. P. 
Whitney’s Panasette won in hollow fashion from 
Glidelia and six other 2-year-old fillies. Ned O. 
qualified himself for The Classic when he de- 
feated High Foot and three others in a seven 
furlongs event. My Dandy led all the way and 
won from the odds-on favorite, Victorian, by 
three lengths in the Glencoe Handicap. 

Jack Howard's Islam won the Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Byrd Handicap on Friday, from Stars and 
Bars, Devon, Fair Ball and two others, crossing 
the finishing line five lengths in front of the 
Greentree Stable colt, and covering the mile and 
one-quarter in 2:04 3-5. 

In addition to the stakes races on Saturday, 
G. W. Foreman’s Equation gave his backers a 
thrill when he stepped a mile out of the chute in 
1:36 1-5, clipping two-fifths of a second off the 
record made by Breezing Thru on July 4. He 
won over Hat Broom, Taddywawa and four oth- 
ers. The next important stakes event is the Ar- 
lington Cup, July 19. 


GALLANT FOX WINS CLASSIC. 


Gallant Fox, the champion son of *Sir Gallahad 
III, under the colors of his breeder-owner, William 
Woodward, again claimed his right to his un- 
questionable and undisputed 3-year-old crown 
when he won The Classic at Arlington Park, 
July 12, adding $64,750 to his earnings. The 
finish in this rich stakes event, was an exact 
duplication of that in the Kentucky Derby. Aud- 
ley Farm Stable’s Gallant Knight, son of *Bright 
Knight, was lapped closer on the winner than 
he was in the Derby, finishing a neck back, and 
gave Gallant Fox the best battle of his 3-year- 
old career thus far. G. W. Foreman’s Ned O. 
was third six lengths back and 10 lengths ahead 
of Maya, from the W. R. Coe stable. Alcibiades 
was fifth and Dark Entry sixth, both from Hal 
Price Headley’s stable. 

The distance cf The Classic was 1 1-4 miles, 
and the fractional time was :23 3-5, :47 4-5, 
1:12 2-5, 1:37 2-5, 1:52 1-5 and 2:03 4-5, one-fifth 
of a second slower than the track record. The 
stakes was forth $10,000 more to Gallant Fox 
than it would have been to any other horse en- 
tered, by virtue of his having won the Kentucky 
Derby. The second horse received $8,000, $4,000 
to third and $2,000 to fourth. The odds about the 
winner were 32 to 100. 

The Woodward colt, ridden by Earl Sande, had 
up 126 pounds, while Gallant Knight carried 123, 
Ned O., Maya and Dark Entry 121 and Alcibiades, 
the only filly starting, carried 116 pounds. 

There was no delay at the post, the six horses 
taking their places promptly. Gallant Fox was 
off fast, but Maya dashed away until he was lead- 
ing at the half-mile ground. Sande had his mount 
on the inside, and when the Coe colt went a bit 
wide going to the turn the magnificent son of 
*Sir Gallahad III moved into first place. Gallant 
Knight, ridden by H. Schutte, also made his 
move and was close on the Woodward colt in sec- 
ond place, Ned O. third and Maya fourth. In this 
fashion they raced to the finish. At the mile 
ground Gallant Fox and Gallant Knight drew 
away from the others. At the stretch Gallant 
Fox advanced slightly from the Audley Farm 
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colt, but Gallant Knight held on tenaciously and 
came again to get up within a neck of the winner 
at the finishing line. 

It was Gallant Fox’s sixth big triumph over six 
different courses. He started his 3-year-old 
career by winning the Wood Memorial Stakes at 
Jamaica, continuing through the Preakness, at 
Baltimore, the Kentucky Derby, at Louisville, 
the Belmont Stakes, at Belmont Park, the Dwyer 
Stakes, at Aqueduct, and The Classic, at Arling- 
ton Park. It was announced after the running of 
The Classic, that the Woodward colt would be 
kept in Chicago to fulfill his engagement in the 
Arlington Cup at one mile and a quarter, in which 
he will meet Blue Larkspur, Sun Beau and 
Misstep at scale weight. 

After the race Sande gave evidence of being 
all in, and when questioned said that Gallant Fox 
was not all out at the end, but that he was. He 
said ‘‘the Fox” started to loaf at the head of the 
stretch; that he roused him a little, and when 
they were straightened out, and Gallant Knight 
had moved up to within a head of the champion, 
he used his whip once. He said he thought “the 
Fox” had enough left to hold Gallant Knight for 
another turn of the track.

Chestnut filly from Yvonda (winner and half- 
sister to Harborton and Darkness, in England), 
by *War Cloud (Preakness Stakes, etc.), out of 
*Harbour Light (also dam of *Hazy Dawn, dam 
of Misty Morn), by Sundridge, next dam Lima- 
sol (Oaks winner and good producer) by Poulet. 

Bay colt from Zeka (winner and sister to Ze- 
ureka, dam of Press Gang) by Zeus (sire of dam 
of Reveille Boy, winner American Derby), out of 
Eureka (also dam of King B. and Success and 
Maybe So, producer, and sister to Eulogy, Gurk- 


ha and Even Money) by Fair Play, next dam *St. 
Eudora, by St. Simon. 

Of these the choice of the men on the farm 
who work with them and see them every day is 
the Anne colt. He is a true bay, with white face, 
white stockings behind and some white on his 
fore feet and ankles. He is well made, with an 
abundance of rein length and a fine muzzle. Jim, 
his groom, is certain that he will prove a Derby 
winner. 

The Nyasa colt is a flashy fellow with plenty 
to recommend him. The Turban colt is blocky 
and is very like Chilhowee in general appearance. 
The Solid Gold colt is very trim and should sell 
and race well. Zeka’s colt is a good one and is 
certain to command attention, particularly of 
those of Dr. Williams’ school of thought concern- 
ing the excellence of the daughters of Zeus as a 
sire of broodmares. The Wayward gelding is a 
little lighter than the colts, but good. The Quin- 
tex filly is ordinary. Yvonda’s filly is attractive, 
dressy and good. The filly out of Rocksea, of the 
blocky type, looks as if she might be a racing 
gem. The men say she is an excellent runner 
in the pasture, and that’s a good: place to pick 
them. Lucky Susan’s filly is of good size, per- 
haps a trifle fat. Poltova’s filly is leggy and 
carries the color and appearance of her dam. 
Sarah Day’s filly is good and solid. 

The three by Prince Pal, already a proved sire 
of attractive blood lines, being a son of *Prince 
Palatine from *Wilful Maid II, by Sundridge, out 
of Marian Hood, daughter of Maid Marian (half- 
sister to the great mare La Fleche), are:

(also dam of the producer Affray), by *The IIl- 
Used. 

Dark bay or brown filly from Bridgeen (out of 
a sister to Embroidery, dam of Polka Dot, Paddy 
Whack, Ten-Lec, etc., and half-sister to Work- 
maid, dam of Dunboyne, winner of Futurity), by 
Dominant (Saratoga Special, etc.), out of Deirde, 
by Celt, next dam Network (dam of 13 winners), 
by Eon. 

Bay filly from Pretty Miss (winner and half- 
sister to All Upset and Disturb) by Leonardo II, 
out of Thoughtless Beauty (winner, half-sister to 
Beau Aspin and Belle of Wikiup), by Disguise, 
next dam Coquette (stakes winner) by Celt. 

The Dorothy Marie colt is a star in appearance. 
He is made just right, has excellent bone, flinty 
in appearance and gives one the impression that 
he will wear well and race as long as horses 
usually race. One would have to look around 
quite a bit to locate a more attractive filly than 
the daughter of Bridgeen. She is extra good; 
is powerful; has broad bone; has the look of the 
eagle; is of the wear and tear kind; will last a 
long time; a racing rather than a broodmare 
type; rather a bit masculine in general appear- 
ance, but truly a good one. The Pretty Miss 
filly is smooth and also very attractive. She 
would be the top of the fillies with the Bridgeen 
filly out of the picture. 

These youngsters will leave the farm for Sara- 
toga the morning of July 28, and will be on exhi- 
bition in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s paddocks 
until they are sold in the evening of August 7. 
Messrs. Young and Hart will both be at Saratoga 
to show their offerings, and it is the hope of 
their many friends that they will receive the en- 
couragement that comes with good prices for 
good product.

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SIRES OF THE DAMS OF ‘WINNERS FIRST SIX MONTHS OF 1930 


ELT, chiefly by virtue of the performances of 

Gallant Fox, son of his daughter Marguerite, 
has, nine years after he was the leading sire of 
winners in America, reached the top of the list 
of sires of dams of winners in America. Celt 
was bred by the late James R. Keene at his 
great Castleton Stud, near Lexington. He was a 
chestnut horse, foaled 1905, by Commando, out 
of *Maid of Erin, by Amphion. He was one of 
the best sons of his sire, both on the course and 
in the stud. Among his victories were the Junior 
Championship, the Jockey Club Stakes and the 
Brooklyn Handicap. Arthur B. Hancock bought 
Celt and put him at the head of affairs at his 
Ellerslie Stud in Virginia, and he died there at 
the age of fourteen, on August 18, 1919. His 
daughters long have been recognized as worthy 
matrons and the blood has been in request by 
breeders who are abreast of the times. 


Second and third in the list will be found two 
living stallions, Broomstick and Peter Pan, and 
both are the property of Harry Payne Whitney 
and domiciled at his farm near Lexington. Fourth 
comes the grand old *Star Shoot, which died at 
the late John E. Madden’s Hamburg Place, No- 
vember 19, 1919, at the age of 21. *Star Shoot 
was at the head of this list at the close of last 
year’s racing, just as he had been for several 
years. Fifth is Uncle, a son of *Star Shoot, and 
then comes Zeus, son of *Adam, now owned by 
the United States Government and standing, as 
aelintoas at Dr. M. W. Williams’ Adelbert Stud,

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HORSES HAVE COME BACK

HE horse, it has been said, showed his sense 

by being afraid of automobiles in the days 
when human beings were laughing at them. They 
did bring a long eclipse upon him, but now, after 
twenty “veiled years,” the full circle of his ban- 
ishment has been completed and he meets again 
that general high esteem which has blended the 
name of a horse with the name of noblemen and 
a nobleman’s attribute, chivalry. Unfortunate- 
ly, the dignity of horsemanship has also had its 
share in the oppressions of nobility, and as close 
by as Mexico in the years following the Con- 
quest natives were forbidden to go mounted. Only 
Europeans might ride the mysterious, beautiful 
creatures which the invaders had brought to the 
New World, where they had never been seen by 
man until that day. From 1519 to 1905 the horse 
retained in America the admiration he had re- 
ceived from the Biblical panegyrist—and who 
knows what still earlier horse lovers? Then 
automobiles took over not only most of his work 
but his playtime pre-eminence as well. 

To that field he now returns with a triumphant 
snort. No one can blame him if he says “Ha, 
ha!” It is more distinguished to own a horse in 
1930 than it was to have a car in 1910. The con- 
versation of the haughty is again dominantly 
horsey, even as in England, and the good, 
cedary smell of boot oil is a favorite perfume. 

All of which would be magnificently unimpor- 
tant if it were not that people in general are be- 
coming acquainted with horses or are recalling 
the pleasure and health to be had in their good 
comradeship. The sportsman, the polo player, 
the owner of great stables or of miles of wood- 
land bridle paths, the race track follower—these 
have kept the horse exalted in their own spheres, 
but they alone would not have brought about the 
present equine renaissance. For some reason 
which probably has to do with the lack of warm 
blood and friendly eyes in automobiles as well 
as with the need of that joyful exercise which 
horses give and automobiles can’t, the steed is 
galloping out from the knightly class and into the 
busy day of the ordinary working person once 
more. The stable reasserts over children the 
charm that the garage never did acquire. Every- 
body is interested, for himself, in horses again— 
that is why they have run into a Saturday page 
of their own. Sir Willoughby Patterne offered 
but one explanation for his low spirits: “I have 
had no horse exercise today!”
